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'riie  jti'oposal  was  that  the,  aost  of  this  scliemo  sliouKl  ho 
inel  hy  a aesiilcMil  in  the  parish  in  return  for  an  annual  ])ay- 
inenl  on  a pen'enta^’o  of  the  oapilal  expcnditni'c  to  he  raised 
by  a charge  on  the  nsei's  of  the  water  and  nol  on  the  rate- 
Itayers. 

'I'he  i\linistry  of  Ileallli  lield,  howevei’,  that  thei'C  was  no 
legal  authority  for  such  a charge  in  connection  with  a sujiply 
of  Avater  from  slandj>ipcs  ainl  unfortunately  the  scheme 
therefore  ilid  not  matei'alize. 

1 am  of  o}>inion  however,  in  tlie  interest  of  I’uhlic  Health, 
that  steps  should  he  taken  to  provide  this  A'illage  with  advater 
supply  of  jnire  and  wholesome  quality,  in  place  of  the  existing 
very  doubtful  and  unsatisfactory  supply, 

RlVhiRS  AXl)  S TRRAfthS.  The  river  Colne  is  the  only 
AA'atei'course  coming  under  this  heading. 

It  is  polluted  along  its  coni'se  by  the  discharge  of  crude 
scAvage  direct  into  the  l iver.  The  greatest  pollution  occurs  at 
Eaids  Colne  and  Sible  lledingham,  and  in  both  instances 
schemes  have  been  prepared  for  ])roper  seAverage,  and  treat- 
ment to  ensure  a satisfactory  eriluent.  It  is  hoped  that  tlu'se 
schemes  Avill  he  carried  out  in  the  near  future. 

Pollution  on  a lesser  scale  occurs  at  Great  Yeldham,  and  a 
scheme  is  being  formulated  to  deal  Avith  this  nuisance. 

'I'he  liver  is  othei'wisc,  as  far  as  this  Council’s  district  is 
concerned,  free  from  any  serious  piollution  of  any  description. 

It  is  suggested  by  i\Ir.  MackAVorth  Wood,  in  his  Report  mi 
the  Water  Supplies  of  Essex  to  the  hlssex  County  Conncil,  that 
the  I'iver  might  even  be  utilized  as  a sourse  of  Avater  supphn 
subject  to  the  sewage  pollution  being  dealt  AA'ith. 

DR.MNAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  Of  the  IG  parishes 
contained  in  this  District,  1 are  se.Avered  in  the  closely  built 
centres,  Care  partialh’ seAvered,  and  in  12  parishes  public  sewer 
ditches  exist. 
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All  sewers  and  sewer  ditcrhes  are  under  the  centi’ol  of 
the  Conncdl,  and  are  kept  tlioronghly  elcaned  out  at  frequent 
intervals;  and  no  comjdaints  of  nuisance  have  arisen.  In  all 
cases  of  objectionahle  sewer  ditches,  es[)ecial]y  where  these  are 
close  to  dwelling  houses,  it  is  the  polic}’  of  the  Council  to  “pipe” 
such  ditches,  and  this  policy  is  gradually  being  inirsued. 

d’hcre  are  no  proper  systems  of  sewage  disposal  or  treat- 
ment within  the  district,  but  in  3 ])arishes  schemes  have  been 
prepared  and  are  now  under  consideration. 

CIjOSE'I'  ACCC.M.MODATION.  'The  closet  accmnmo- 
dation  at  the  eird  of  1925  was  as  follows  :

The  m.ajority  of  the  privy  type  closets  are  to  lie  found  in 
the  undeveloped  and  sjiarsely  pojmlated  parts  of  the  district. 

(twingtothe  diffnmlty  of  disposing  of  the  sewage  until 
some  means  of  treatiueni,  was  fornudated,  the  Council  have  not 
cncoHi’aged  the  conversion  of  closets,  on  tin*  conservancy 
system  to  the  water  carriage  system.  As  soon  as  disposal  works 
are  provided  it  is  .anticiiiated  that  a large  number  of  owners 
Avill  voluntarily  convert,  and  a definite  jiolicy  can  then  bo

Iveh'reium  to  Cowslieds,  Nilkshops,  Dairies, 
Lakehouses,  Slaimdilerhouses,  tkc.  ckc.  will  be  found  under 
heading  of  “ Food.” 

HOUSING. 

The  attached  table  gives  s:inii'  idea  as  t.o  the  present 
position  with  regard  to  the  housing  (piestion  in  the  distri(d. 
From  this  it  is  seen  that  Kiri  new  hmisc's  have  betui  l)uilt  in 
the  district  during  the  jicidcd  under  review.  There  still 
remains  a shortagt'  and  demand  for  lU'W  houses. 

The  majorit y of  these  new  houses  has  lieeu  built  in  the 
I'arish  of  Silile  Ilediiigham;  in  lliestiictly  rural  parishes  very 
few  houses  have  been  Imilt. 

There  are  appro.x.imately  ddO  poor  houses  iu  the  district, 
and  many  that  can  oidy  be  termed  as  fail'.  Of  the  poor  houses 
many  should  be  replaced  by  modern  <Iwellings,  but.  some, 
could  be  so  reconstructed  as  to  come  u])  to  the.  modern, 
standard 

The.  shortage  of  actual  houses  in  the  district  is  not  .urtuit, 
but  as  the  majority  of  t he  poor  houses  are  iu  the  more  strictly 
rural  parishes  the  standard  cd’  housing  iu  tlu'se  parishes 
cannot  be  called  good. 


'l  ilt'  I'luiiicil  liave  niider  I'onsidoi-at ioii  al  preseal  the 
1 )nil( i iim' ( if  two  jiaii's  of  Colta^'es  al  iStanihonnie  to  roplnoe 
foiii'  coltagcs  that  are  iinsatisfactoi'y.  It  will  lie  s^en  from  the 
table  that  at  tiu'  Census  (19'21)  the  population  of  eA'ery  paidsh 
was  found  to  have  decreased.  1 lie  estimated  population  for 
distri('t  for  tlif;  yeai’,  .as  ^iven  hy  tlie  Registrar  (leneral  is 
'.),th>fi,  showing  a further  slight  decrease.  Cases  of 
overcrowding  have  not  been  numerous,  but  owing  to  lack  of 
iiouses  ai-('  excoodingly  difhcult  to  abate. 

'I'hi'onghout  the  distinct,  with  the  exception  of  the  25U 
hon.ses  mentinned  almve  t!ie  standainl  of  houses  is  faiin  I'here 
are  thi'oughout  the  district  a large  number  of  old  ]ilaster 
houses  that  recpiire  a great  deal  fif  attention  to  keep  tliem  in 
ju'uper  inpiair.

'1  he 
Rural  Ihistrict  shared  to  the  extent  of  ten  cases  in  the  outhreak 
of  paratyphoid  which  (X'cnrreil  chielly  in  the  Halstead  Urban 
District  in  1924.  d his  outbreak,  the  subject  of  a special  report 
for  that  year,  consistetl  of  thirty-five  cases.  'J'he  ten  cases 
occurring  in  the  Rural  District  were  all  in  some  y\ay  connected 
with  the  town  of  llalstead.  1 he  cause  ol  the  outbreak  y\as  not 
ascertained  and  its  duration  was  short.
